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Dear Parents, 


As many of you are wondering what is being done about your son's joining 
Beavers, I thought this would be a very good opportunity to let you all know exactly 
what the situation is at present. 


I was issued with my Warrant on Jenuary 17th, until then, I felt I had no 
authority to say what would happen to the boys still waiting to enter Beavers. 


Many of you have been told, until I have more adults in uniform, holding a 
warrant, I cannot take anymore boys. This is absolutely true, I cannot even consider 
a Mother Helper Rota list, as only uniformed adults are covered by insurance. I have 
at present twelve Beavers cach week, at Easter another four, hopefully, enter Cubs, 
so my number goes to eight. I still cannot take anyone in until I get more adults 
coming forward. The situation is now getting very serious, not only in Beavers but 
in other areas of the movement in Bar Hill. We all have commitments, the men who run 
Scouts, just as much as the Ladies who run Cubs. My own son was due to enter last 
September, but then I learnt the colony was going to close and I felt so concerned 
that a colony could be closed just because no-one would come forward, so after a lot 
of thought, I knew it had to be kept going, I also work at night, so what with Beavers 
and work I have very little time myself, but the difference is, one I enjoy the other 
pays a wage, also I have found, strangely its so different, and as I said I have come 
to enjoy it. 


As the waiting list stands at present, we have approximately 50 to 60 boys 
waiting, not only for Beavers, some are now above the age group, but also Cubs and 
some still waiting Scouts, so it has become a critical situation, and I'm afraid that 
even if your son is 6 this year and has been on the list for some time, it does not 
mean he will enter on time. In fact, when I take in my first intake, Roger Mason and 
myself will have to look carefully at what we now call the emergency boys, who have 
also been on the list for some considerable years and are now 7+. Please, even if 
you feel you might enjoy being with the Beavers, don't stop there, come and see me 
any Tuesday evening or ring me or Roger Mason on the numbers below. I will be only 
too happy to discuss anything with you, remember also, without the parents support 
we cannot continue and-you may surprise yourself and actually enjoy it.
